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Alboliol iu Hoath and Z>lseue. 

A lecture oa "AlcoUol.ia Relation to 
Ho.ilth and Disease" was delivered on 
Tlair.stliiy in tlie iNIomorial-hal!, Tar- 
rin^'don-street, by Mr. H. Brantluvaite, 
K. li.C.S., before the British Woman's 
AsHOciatioii. The chair wa.s taken bv 
Air. Samuel Morley, M.P. The medi- 
cal a.spect of the question of the use of 
aluohol in health and di.scase was, the 
lecliircr said, one of vital importance. 
Oni; tiling was certain and was admitt- 
vil by the strongest upliolders of the 
11:^0 of alcoliol, and that was its non- 
iH'ci-ssity. This was an important fact, 
for timid and nervous people were kept 
back from doing what they were con- 
vinced was their duty from fear of the 
consequences to their health. If exper- 
k'.nco was of any value, the question of 
siifi.'ty was sufficiently answered bv the 
fact that upwards of '4,000,000 of' per- 
sons ill our own country did not abstain 
from the use of alcoholic drinks. Con- 
aiduring tlie use of alcohol in two as- 
p^ieta, he asked first what it did not do. 
True food either replaced old structures 
with new material or assisted by the 
ijfiienition of heat to get rid of that 
wiiicli had already dono its duty. Al- 
cohol did neither. It could not repair, 
uiui BO far from building up the atruc- 
turo of the body it carried on a work 
of destruction. It reduced animal heat, 
and so retarded Nature in hereflbrts to 
throw off tl'.o wasted tissues. For a 
luMg time it was contended that alcoliol 
wius a respiratory food, but the sup- 
porters of that theory had teen com- 
pelled to- abandon that idea. Milk was 
a good example of what true food was. 
In passing, the lecturer dealt at some 
length with what lie called one of the 
greatest delusions connected with this 
subject — the popular idea that beer or 
stout must be tskm by nursing mothers. 
After a somewhat long and extensive 
experience on this subject his conviction 
WHS that abstaining mothers suffered 
fewer complications, made better re- 
coveries, and had healthier oflspring 
than those who took alcoholic liquors to 
enable them to perform what was,after 
all, but a natural process. Coming then 
to what did result from the use of alco- 
hol in health, he said that no medical 
man could shut his eyes to the fact that 
the use of intoxicating drinks in health 
in what most men would call modera- 
tion was positively injurious, often de- 
pressing vital power to such an extent 
that nature was utterly unable succeag- 
fully to bear up when attacked by dis- 
ease or prostrated by accident. Re- 
membering the ellect of alcohol in low- 
ering the temperature of the body, wo 
.should cease to wonder at dyspepsia and 
indigestion being &uch prevalent alTec- 
tious. The effect of alcohol upon the 
blood was very marked. Having a 
powerful affinity for water, it robbed 
the blood of that element to such an 
extent that the solids were rendered 
less able to aijsorb oxygen from tlio air. 
Hence the feeling of drowsiness com- 
plained of by many after indulgence in 
drinks containing it. The blood being 
poisoned, the heart and braia naturally 
suffered in consequence, the heart, as a 
muscular organ, not only from its nu- 
trition being interfered with, but also 
from the extra work thrown upon it. 
Extra work meant a more speedy wear- 
ing out ; and yet, utterly regardless of 
consequences, the heart was marie to 
beat many thousands of times more iu 
2-1 hours than it was intended to do. 
Thenuraberof sudden dcathsfrora heart 
disease could not be wondered at. As 
usually taken, alcohol was neither a 
stimulant nor a restorative, but a nar- 
cotic. He had not time to enter fully 
into the question of the use of alcohol 
in disease, but his own experience had 
led him to the conclusion that it was 
to a very great extent useless, that thero 
were few cases in which it could bo ad- 
ministered with any beneficial effects 
which could not be secured by the use 
of other drugs, and further, that there 
was no injury, no disease from which a 
patient who had been an habitual ab- 
stainer would not more easily recover 
without its use than one who had been 
Wcustomed to use it would if it was ad- 
ministered. — Times, Jan. 21st.

ThQ Waolen Mill Project. 

Wo believe tliat tliero is a unanimous 
ihsposition on tlio part of tho City Council 
tn [ia.«s a bylaw for submission to tlio 
[leople providinj^ for the granting of a 
liberal subsidy to any person wlio ni.ty 
establish a woolen mill within or near tho 
eity limits. This will bo a right and pro- 
per step. If the Council, for tho next 
t\V(3 or tlirec years, should koop present 
.streets in repair, niako tho water works 
self-sustaining, and liberally subsidize 
manufactures with tho surplus, they would 
win the undying gratitude by their fel- 
liiw citizens. In connection with the 
woolen mill project the JIayor had an in- 
terview with M. Savon yesterday in whicli, 
we understand, that gentleman oxproased 
himself as unwilling to engage in an enter- 
prise of tho kind unless he was gr.anted an 
exclusive privilege. This is, of course, 
out of the question. Britisli Columbia 
wants industries, but no monopolies. 

Tho Epizootic in Town. 

A pair of Oregon horses were landed on 
one of tho city wharves a few days ago, 
while BufToring from the epizootic. The 
complaint has since been communicated 
to many horses in the city and some are 
very ill. The symptoms &to running at 
the nose and eyes and a heavy cough. The 
use of hot bran mashes with a handful of 
salt is recommended as a remedy. 

[Since tho above wa.s in typo wo learn 
that the disease is rapidly spreading. 
Nearly all tho livery stables have horses 
sick and vets are very busy. One doctor 
reported 18 horaes under his care last 
evening. Ho recommends prompt and 
vigorous action to prevent swollen glands, 
which are always dangerous.] 

Tho Auk Di??ings, 

Tho ncw.s from tlieso diggings i.i of an 
interesting character. Tlie American ex- 
perts who went up by the California pro- 
cured 400 pounds of quartz rnck from tho 
Montana claim and pounded it up. Tho 
results were so good that they decided to 
remain and proceeded with tho erection 
of cahins near the load. This rock was 
obtained by sweeping away tho snow and, 
of course, tho test was very imperfect. 
The ledges are remarkably well dufiiiod 
and free gold is found nearly ovorywhcro 
amongst the croppings. Building at Har- 
risburgh is progressing with rapidity, tho 
lumber taken up by the California being 
ipiickly disposed of.

The OppciiJieimef estate case: ' 
Earlc cl ul cs. Oppenheimer Brothers 
.and H. B. Co. ti. Oppenlieimer Brothers 
and their assignees. 

The defendants appealol from an or- 
der of Mr. Justice Crease on tho 2ist inat 
and the appeal was now heardinfull court. 
Mr. Alex. E. B. Davie and Mr. Theo- 
dore Davie, for tha creditors and Messrs. 
Drake A Jackson for Opponhoimor Broth- 
ers. 

Mr. Drake on behalf of tho dofendaut 
stated tho case now before thu court to bo 
an appeal from an order of Mr. .Tuatico 
Crease, issuing an injunction against a 
deed of assignment made by Oppen- 
heimer Brothers in favor of their creditors 
on tho I'Jth inst. The financial affairs of 
tho Grm wero then explained showing that 
tha liabilities amounted to §80,390.09 
and assets to 858,376.70. Total assets 
ainouiitod to $187,270,52 of thoao alxiut 
l?58,37o wero considered good, loaving 
a balance of §29,015.00 as the difference 
betwoen available a.ssets and lia- 
bilities. A deod prepared on tho 
21st inst. the creditors refused to 
execute. This dood asked for an ab- 
scjluto release of tho dofeiidants. This 
was put in and read. The order of 
Mr. Justice Crease was al.so road which 
gave Mr. Andrew Homo full power and 
authority over the estate of tho defend- 
ants. On this the appeal was based. Tho 
atiidavit of Mr. David Oppenheimer was 
next put in. A further affidavit of Mr. 
D. ( Ippouhoimer was also read stating that 
some of the creditor.? had signed tho deed 
and (hat others wmild do .sn as soon as tho 
ease wa.s pnqierlv laid before (hem. The 
leaiiied counsel cuntendod lat, that if, tho 
Act No. 10 of 1880 had not been in force 
(his assignment to tho trustees w.is avalid 
assignment. Secondly, that if tho iVct of 
188U had been in force it was i(/^i-<! ri)-(t;i 
as dealing with bankruptcy and insolvoncj' 
which tho logislativo assembly had no 
power to do. As tliero is no insolvent act 
now in force the old acts boar. ng on tho 
question had t« be fallen back upon. Rof- 
eronco was then made to statutes of Eliz- 
abeth and others of .an early date in sup- 
port (if the contention that tlie defond- 
ants had full power to make an assign- 
ment on behalf of their creditors, and 
that tho assigiimout made by thorn was 
not fraudulent. Later nuthoritiea were 
also (pioted in support of his position, 
rhere was no cjuestion in this case of tho 
deed of aasignnient being fraudulont. It 
was a good died if made for the benefit 
oi iwu oi- more ui Lhu LieulLui.s under the 
statute uf Elizabeth. It svas only a roa- 
sonablo proposition that if all tho 
property is given up the defend- 
ants should 1)0 relieved of all 
respon.sibility respecting their liabilities. 
A short discussion emiuod between tho 
learned counsel and the Court as to tho 
meaning of tho preamldo of th ■ Act of 
Elizabeth upon which tho contention was 
based, and the intent of the assignor as to 
f raudulency at tho time tho deed was ex- 
ecuted. The learned counsel then refer- 
red to tho .-Vet of 1830 being null and void 
ns interfering with the B. N. A. Act, not 
only in bankrui)tcy and insolvency, but 
in trade and commerce. The local logia- 
laturo could onlj- deal with property and 
civil rights; in support of this plea au- 
thorities were quoted. A further discus- 
sion took place as to what trade and com- 
meice referred to and .as to what cons tit tiled 
trade and commerce ; also, as to the rela- 
tive powers of tho local legislaturo and 
Dominion p.trliamont. The learned coun- 
sel wished to call tho attention of tho 
Court to tho fact that tho Act of 1880, 
No. 10, was altogether nltra viras. Ho 
submitted that tho act in qiioslioii dealt 
with insolvency and infringed upon the 
powers of tho Dominion legislature. Also 
that his clients had full power to make 
tlie a.ssignmciit in question, and that it 
w.as good and valid in law. He then re- 
ferred to a few points in reference to the 
way in which Mr. Justice Crease's 
order was made and cpioted cases 
in support of his contention that 
the court luid no juri.^diction to ex- 
clude the assignees from dealing with tho 
estate of Oppcnheiinur Brothers. Ho 
could find no authority whatever for tho 
order that had been made appointing a re- 
ceiver. Another point was that in a mat- 
ter cf this sort security should have boon 
exacted from the receiver, as proiierty to 
the amount of more than .S'50,000 would 
pass through hia hands. Tho point aub- 
mittod was that the deed of aasignniont 
was a good one— that tho order of tho 
court should bo rescinded and that the 
creditors of the estate should coinc under 
that deod. 

Mr. k. E. B. Davie stated that tho ar- 
gumonts on his sido would noceasarily be 
somewhat lengthy. 

Tho Chief Justice tlierefuro suggested 
an adjournment. 

Court then adjourned till 11 a.m. Thurs- 
tlay.

Tho Directors in luiikiiig thoii' Aniuinl Report h.tvo to inform tho Subscribers 
tli.it tUirine tlio past j'eiir tiioy h.ive miccucded in pnrcliaHinc; a plot of land of 5 acroa 
immodiatoly atljoining thu IIo:ipital, fur tlio purpd.se of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valosconta in connection with the llo.si)iial. The tlovorninunt have voted a sum of 
money for tho erection of tho necessary liiiildiii^'s; Imt before tlio works could bo 
cofnmonccd tho Governmont required tho land to bo convoyed to tho Crown, which 
has beon dona. The coming spring will, it is hoped, seo this most neoeasary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tlio Province completed. 

The Director.s regret that tho IIoiiho nf Assembly have i)as3ed a resolution com- 
olotely roveraiiig tho policy under whicli the Hospital ha.^ been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Oovernineut have boon content with hav- 
ing two Direc^tors on tho Board, and aa arulo the.so Governmont Directors have boon 
active and useful mombors, and have fully answered tho purpoaea for which they wore 
placed on tlie Board. 

Tho other Dirootora are tho nomiiicoa of tho Subscribora, Tho propoaod change 
will be dotrimontal to tho intereata of tlioao f.ir whom a hospital ia supported. Tho 
attention nece.wary to details takes up a gn;at deal (jf time, and to suppose that work 
which ia now performed officientlj' by oiglit geiitlcnieii \yill be equally as well por- 
formod by four is supposing too inucli, and the iiu;vital)lo result will bo a rocurroneo 
to the worst evils of tho past. The interest wliioh tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it ia feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly asaistanco given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Governmont institution. 

The Director have again to express their thanks to Mossrs. Dunsmuir snd the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to varioua charitable aocioties and 
individuals who h.avo generously contributed to tho support of the institution. 

Tho allairs of tho Hospital have been ecoiioiincally managed, as will bo soon by 
tho amount of suHerings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho e.xpondituro. 

Tn closing this report the Dire'cHors regret that the change introduced by the 
Oovornmcnt will prevent them again oli'oriiig tiicir services, and from tho applications 
which havo been rocoivcd fur a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that liiu ciuHing of uno of tho must uaoful iiiitiiuUons of the 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

Thero yot remains to bo considered the ([ucstion of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pro- 
Bont changes will alFect it. On this subject tho Directors aro not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I havo to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered me any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Kobinson, has conducted tho internal niTairs of the Hospital, .showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho discipline 
nocoaaary in a public inatitution.
